Federal Control ,of the Work Wins 
the Day Through a Substitute 
for All Reports Submittei 
by the Convention’s 
Committees. 


Mobile, Ala., February 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The net result of the three 
days’ session and extended delibera- 
tions of the quarantine convention 
here is a square declaration in favor 
of a national and uniform quarantine 
system that will make impossible 
another such disgraceful exhibition as 
markei the last yellow fever epidemic 
in the southern states. ~ 


Under the steady fire cf the friends of 
federal control, the opposition dwindled 
down until it was not even able to sum- 
mon a respectable minority on the final 
yote and the majority report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions which favored the 
passage of the Spooner bill, and was only 
a very moderate indorsement of a national 
quarantine, was rejected in favor of a 
mote radical dircct expression of opinion 
offeréd as a substitute, just as was predict- 
ed in The Constitution this morning. 

Another very important action was taken. 
While the convention here had both theo- 
ries and conditions confronting it, the del- 
egates slighted the lafter to give more time 
for indulgence in the former, and a most 
_Sensible resolution was adopted, calling for 
a@ second convention to gather together the 
Scattered threads of this one and to adopt 
@ system of state quarantine rules and 
regulations that all the south Atlantic and 
gulf states could adopt for the future. 

Delegates from Other Countries. 
Another resolution authorized the secre- 
‘ary to invite to this supplementary con- 
vention delegates for the Central and South 
Ataerican states, and its adoption means 
that the second gathering will be of far 
greater importance than the first. 

The practical side to the one great ques- 
tion at issue was supported with Wigor and 
intelligence by the Georgia delegation, and 
as s00n as the proposition to hold a sec- 
ond convention to practice what the first 
had preached was adopted, the Georgians 
Promptly extended an invitation that it 
be held in Atlanta. 

Hon. Norman Walker, of Louisiana, as 
600n as the second convention became a 
certainty, introduced the following reso- 
lutions:

Colonel Kay’s ‘powerful appeal in favor 
of the minority report was followed by 
many strong speeches on both sides, and 
there Was a manifest disposition to so pro- 
long the debate as to continue the session 
over for another day. 

When the discussion had reached its 
fiercest point, Hon. R. H. Clarke, of Mo- 
bile, proposed a substitute for both the 
majority and minority reports and in a 
temporary lull of the convention a vote 
was ordered, which passed the Clarke sub- 
stitute, Colonel Kay withdrawing the res- 
olutions contained in the minority report. 

’ The substitute was as follows: 
Clarke’s Substitute Comes In. 


“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that congress be requested to 
provide for a department of public health 
aS soon as possible. 

“2. That it is tne sense of this con- 
vention that congress should enact laws 
to provide for an efficient maritime quar- 
antine to be uniform and impartial in its 
application to tha different icommercial 
ports of this country, so as to give no one 
or more of them undue commercial ad- 
vantage over the others and to be enforced 
by the several state and municipal quar- 
antine or health boards, if they will un- 
dertake to do so, leaving also to the states 
the power to prescribe and enforce ad- 
ditional reasonable safeguards of the health 
of their communities, provided that such 
state action shail not unreasonably ob- 
struct commerce. 

“2 That congress should aid the several 
states in establishing and maintaining un- 
iform, reasonable and efficient quarantine 
laws for affecting but not regulating inter- 
state commerce, leaving to each state ade- 
quate nower to protect. as it shall deem 
best, the lives and health of its people. 

‘4. That congress shall leave exclusively 
to the states the regulation of their purely 
internal commerce and the provision of 
such quarantine or sanitary laws and reg- 
ulations thev deem advisable to that end: 
that in the framing of quarantine laws and 
regulations and in their enforcement con- 
gress should avail itself of the learning, ex- 
perience and abilitv of the medical pro- 
fession in the fullest measure possible, and 
especially by way of an advisorv council.” 


Substitute Means Nothing. 

The adoption of this particular series of 
resolutions was more of an accident than 
anything else and the verbiage of the sey- 
eral recommendations mean nothing. The 
direct line between state and federal con- 
tro] of quarantine was drawn and the 
adoption of the Clarke substitute was due 
only to the fact that it was the first ex- 
pression of the majority opinion ‘that 
reached a vote. It shows simply that the 
convention. is made up of delegates rep- 
resenting every possible interest affected 
by quarantine regulations who want to 
have the assistance of the federal govern- 
ment in fighting the next epidemic which 
menaces them. 

The Georgia delegation having got even 
more than they came for left at midnight 
for home and a hundred or more of the 
delegates went to the depot to see them 
off. ee Pe 


WILL HEAR QUARANTINE TALE. 


Congressman Adamson) Secres a Hear- 
ing Before a Committee. 

Washington, February 11.—(Special.)— 
Many inquiries have been received from 
Georgians and southerners generally as to 
whether they would be allowed to appear 
before the proper committee of the-house 
and make statements of their position on 
the bills pending for a national quarantine. 

Today Judge Adamson took the matter 
up with the committee on interstate com- 
merce, of which he is a member, and se- 
cured an arrangement for the appearance 
of those interested next Friday and Satur- 
day. The hearing will be begun Friday and 
continued on Saturday, if one day is not 
sufficient time. 

The people of the south geem widely di- 
vided on the question, some favoring a na- 
tional quarantine and some strongly op- 
posing anything in that line that gOes 
farther than a uniformity of state quaran- 
tines. OHL. 


TAYLOR CHANGES OFFICIALS. 


Penitentiary Wardens Are Discharged 
by the Governor. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 11.—(Special.) 
There was quite a shake-up of penitentiary 
officials today. Warden P. H. Ragsdale, 
of the old prison, and Warden. Andrew Mc- 
Clelland, of the new prison, were both dis- 
charged. 

Ex-Sheriff G. W. Farriss, of Coffee 
county, succeeds Ragsdale, while McClel- 
land is succeeded by M. H. Gammon, who 
has been warden at Inman, The vacancy 
at Inman has been offered to John T. 
Edwards, of Marshall county, but he has 
not yet signified his intention of accept- 
ing. 

In an interview Ragsdale says that during 
the senatorial contest he offered his resig- 
nation because he could not control the 
votes of his, laury, county’s representa- 
tives for Taylor, but that the governor 
declined at that time to accept the resig- 
nation. McClelland says he couid not get 
along with one of the commissioners and 
had declined to be transferred to Inman 
until last night, when he told the gover- 
nor he would accept the transfer, and 
was told it was all right. 

Gammon is a cousin of Governor Taylor's.

Not Bob This Time, but Judge John 
M. Will Run in Tennessee.

ONE MORE BODY IS RECOVERED. 


Two Hundred Men Hari at Work 


About the Ruins. 


Pittsburg, Pa., February 11.—The work 
of searching for bodies in the ruins of 
Wednesday night's fire was coniinued 
through last night and today by 200 men. 
The debris is still piled ten feet high. 

Up to mdnight one more body had been 
recovered from the ruins, that of William 
Walrabenstein, a milkman. 

The list of missing is rapidly swelling, 
the latest number being placed at thirty- 
eight. 

The department of public works has ad- 
vertised for additional men to supplant the 
force already at work clearing away the 
ruins and by tomorrow as many men as 
can be put to work will be employed and 
a speedy clearing up is expected.

Washington, February 11.—Consideration 
of the Indian appropriation bill was re- 
sumed by the senate today and after be- 
ing amended to some extent the measure 
was passed. 

The most important amendment to the 
bill was that offered by Mr. Pettigrew, of 
South Dakota, which, if finally enacted, 
will restore the free homestead law so far 
as it relates to Indian lands ceded to the 
United States. for which lands the settlers 
have been obliged to pay the purchase 
price paid to the Indians. 

The bill carries appropriations aggregat- 
ing nearly $8,000,000. 

Immediately after the senate convened 
Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, introduced a reso- 
lution directing the committee on foreign 
relations to inquire whether the yacht 
Buceaneer, owned by William R. Hearst, 
has been seized and jis being held by the 
Spanish governmeut. The resolution was 
agreed to. 

The Indian <«zppropriation bill was then 
taken uD. 

Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, withdrew his 
appeal from the decision of the vice presi- 
dent, which was pending when the senate 
adjourned last evening. 

Mr. Pettigrew, of South Dakota, offered 
as an amendment a provision for the resio- 
ration of the free homestead laws. 

He explained that the amendment, if 
adopted, would allow settlers io secure 
title to their lands aftér a period of five 
years by the payment of the Jand office 
fees. It restored the homestead law of 
1862. Gradually, he said, laws aave teen 
enacted repealing that law until now there 
is practically no land left suitable for set- 
tlement under that law. 

Mr. Allison said he would have to make 
a point of order against the amemirgent. 

Mr. Pettigrew then withdrew the amend- 
ment and offered another eliminating the 
military reservations which have been 
opened fo settlement. 

The amendment as amended, Mr. Ailison 
said, removed his point of order. He 
thought, however, that the amendment 
would do injustice to the people because 
the lands that have been opened to scttle- 
ment had cost the government a large 
amount of money. Some of the land is now 
worth $0 an acre and yet Mr. Allison held 
the proposed amendment made no distinc- 
tion between the more valuable and 
less valuable land. Should the amendment. 
be enacted into law in a few instances men 
who have taken up valuable lands would 
not have to pay for them. 

Mr. Pasco held that in the interest of 
justice the elimination of the military 
reservation tand from the provisions of 
the amendment ought not to be permitted. 
He explained that if the amendment was 
adopted the settlers on the abandoned 
military reservations would Tose the in- 
fluence of their present allies, the settlers 
on the Indian reservation lands. He gave 
notice that he would hereafter In the event 
of the enactment of the amendment press 
the claims of the geitiers on abandoned 
military reservations. 

The amendment was then adopted with- 
out division. It Is as followe: 

“That afl settlers under the homes‘ead 
laws of the United States upon the puibdlic 
lands acquired prior to the passing of this 
act by treaty or agreement from the vari- 
ous Indian tribes, who have or who shall 
hereafter reside upon the tract entered in 
good faith for the period required py ex- 
isting law, snall be entitled to a patent 
for the land so entered upon the payment 
to the local land officers of “he usual and 
customary fees and no other or further 
chargs of any kind whatsoever shall be re- 
quired from such settler to entitle him to 
a patent for the land coverea by nis entry. 

Provided that the right to commute any 
such entry and pay for sald lands. in the 
option of any such settler, and in the time 
and at the prices now fixed by existing 
laws, Shall remain jn full force and effect: 
provided, however, that ‘all sums of monev 
so released, which if not released would he- 
long to any Indian tribe. shall be paid to 
such Indian tribe by the United States.” 

The amendments to the bill were agreed 
to and as amended the bill was passed, 

The senate then adjourned unti! Monday.

Dollar Blaze. 

New York, February 11.—Levi P. Mor- 
ton’s seven story office building with front- 
age on Nassau and Ann streets and known 
as the Nassau Chambers building, was 
completely destroyed by fire tonight. 

The firemen had a hard battle, and for 
three hours there was every prospect of a 
great conflagration. Every fire company 
in the city from Fifty-ninth street to the 
battery was called out. 

The Derby Desk Company occupied both 
the Nassau and Ann streets stores. From 
the Nassau Chambers the fire spread to the 
four-story building adjoining, and the cloth- 
ing store of Maduro Bros., on the ground 
floor, was quickly in flames. Tie loss here 
also w.il be practically complete. Sever- 
al firemen -were badly cu ring 
and debris, but none aixioneie Bry ae Fi 
upper part of the Nassau Chambers was 
occupied by lawyers, and a number of 
manufacturing concerns also had offices 
there. The loss at present is estimated 
at half a million, the larger share of which 
will be borne by the Morton interests. al- 
though it was stated they are well insured

CLASS BITTERLY AABAYED AGAINST CLASS

New Redford, Mass, February *.—(Staff 
Ccrrespondence The Censtitution.)—Presi- 
dent Edward Kilburn, of the New Bedford 
Spirrning Company, was sound in his office. 
He was formerly agent for the celebrated 
Wamsutta, so that his experience as a man- 
ufacturer will be regarded, 

‘There is nothing in the claim that the 
northern mills have been hurt by southern 
competition,” said Mr. Kilburn. ‘There is 
room enough for us all,” 

“Then you are not in accord with the 
declaration of the Arkwright Club.” 

“Oh!” said he, smilingly, ‘all that is talk. 
Every man will have his own views as to 
the present situation, and perhaps one view 
is as near the fact as another. There is a 
cloud over the manufacturing business just 
now, and why it came and why it went, 
when it does go, will all be matter to talk 
about, but to understand just as little as 
we did at first. There is room enough for 
all that the north and the south can do, 
and they will not conflict in any way. The 
south will manufacture the coarser goods, 
while we will go on to the @emands of new 
inventions.”’ 

Being pressed to be, more explicit about 
the southern mills, Mr. Kilburn became 6s- 
tonishing: 

“The advantages of the southern mills 
are artificial.’’ 

“Arti—what?’ we asked in surprise. 

“Artificial,’"’ repeated Mr. Kilburn, with 
emphasis. ‘“‘You have the cotton at your 
door, which saves freight, only to be lost 
again when you ship the product to New 
York for sale. There we meet you and are 
equal. But smajl mills, run by water pow- 
er, along your creeks and rivers, catering 
to a local demand, can and do make money. 
As long as the conditions remain as they 
are, and these mills do not attempt to 
branch out, but when they grow and trv 
to become pretentious, they will invite 
trades unionism, and then Ahere will be an 
| end of your progress fat line. When 
you build such a mill, -0r dnstance, as the 
Tremont and Suffolk, which works up 50.- 
000 bales of cotton per year, you will pass 
the period where the wagon can supply 
your cotton.” 

Concejes Coarse Trade to the South. 

When reminded of the case of Spartan- 
burg, S. C., where the united spindles met 
his case, and still made money, Mr. Kilburn 
did not waver an instant, but insisted that 
natural conditions favored New England 
and only artificial the south. 

“You ¢an't bleach your goods,” said he. 
“The product has to be sent up here for 
the finishing touches. When southern mills 
took up the coarse trade our mills advanc- 
éd a step and went into classes of goods 
which compéted with England. With the 
discovery of electricity came the need of 
cotton threading in which to wrap it. Al- 
most every day there is some new call by 
the arts for entton, which commands high 
price and@ inventive skill. Our workmen 
represent the highest possibilities of their 
crafts, and will always keep in the lead.” 

Asked about the pending strike Mr. Kil- 
burn regretted its existence. 

“It was gotten up,” he said, “by those 
who court disturbance. The persona! rela- 
tions between mill owners and heip emds 
with paying them off. It is not our duty 
to be paternal, but to conduct a business 
for profit, and the help is entitled to the 
pay agreed upon for it, and I hold that 
that pay is good. Why a girl earning $6 
or $i a week should prefer to clerk in a 
store for $3 to $4 I do not see.” 

“Perhaps they see gocial advantages in 
17" 

“They see what is on® worse for them- 
selves,"’ rejoined Mr. Kilburn, “for the 
morals of the giris at the factory will bear 
favorable comparison any day. People had 
better be at work than be idle. It is har] 
to do anything for these people, however. 
even if one were disposed to enter upon pa- 
ternalism. We established at one time a 
public hall, with billiard rooms, etc.. hoping 
to get the help to improve themselves there. 
A fee of twenty-five cents a month was 
necessary, as we wished them to pay for 
what they got, and not feel like paupers, 
but they staid away.” 

There Is a Difference Here. 

Altogethe!, whiie Mr. Kilburn spoke with 
perfect kindness, it was plain to see that 
there was an unfortunate gulf between em- 
ployer and employee, which forbade any- 
thing like a hearty understanding. There 
was an absence of the spirit of that Cur- 
olina miller who built a church .nd school 
for his employees and assigned his own 
daughter to be the teacher of the children. 
The two classes stand separate and apart 
as if they were two people, and the one 
had no interest In the other. The opera- 
tive envies the fine house and equipage of 
the agent or treasurer and thinks it all the 
result of his own insufficiently paid toil, 
while the employer looks upon his help as 
enemies, who afe trying to wipe out his 
profits. As a sample of this, Mr. Kilburn. 
in speaking of the fine system, denied that 
it was a fine, but a gtading of the goods 
for commercia] purposes. 

“These people,” said he, “do intentional 
injury to their work and fight the interests 
of their employers. They go about from 
mill to mill, careless of how they do their 
work so.they can hurry through with it 
and get their pay. I have seen them de- 
liberately injure their -work. As a result 
the work has to be @eraded so that those 
Going good work will be paki what it is 
worth. and those slighting their duty wiil 
be caught up with.”’ ’

ZOLA BEGINS TO 
MAKE OUT A CASE 


Colonel Picquart's Testimony Supperts 
the Writer's Claims. 
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PUBLIC OPINION CHANGING 


General Pellieux Hears Unpleasant 
Remarks by Witnesses. 


LAWYER LABORIE GROWS QUITE INTERESTING 


French Military Chiefs Are Put Un- 
der Some Warm Cross Ques- 
tioning. 


Paris, February 11.—There were the usual 
crowds about the assizes court of the Seine 
today when the fifth day of the trial of M. 
Zola and Perreux commenced. M. Zola and 
Colonel Picquart were greeted with hostile 
cries on their arrival. The court was 
thronged. The proceedings” opened with 
the recall of General Pellieux. 

General Pellieux testified that Genera!) 
Saussier, the former military governor of 
Paris, desired a public trial for Major 
Esterhazy, but General Billot, the min'‘ster 
for war, ordered that the trial be secret. 
Nevertheless, the witness added, the court- 
martial refused to keep the entire proceed- 
ings secret, therefore it was impossible to 
contend that Major Esterhazy was acquit- 
ted by order of the authorities. 

On General Pellieux leaving the stand M. 
Zola rose and exclaimed: 

“There are several ways of serving 
France. You. general, made your cam- 
paigns; but I will bequeath to posterity the 
name of Emil Zola and posterity will be my 
judge.’’ 

General Pellieux also sa'‘d: 

“It the members of the courtmartial who 
spil’ed their blood on battlefields, while 
others were, no one knows where—(pro- 
longed uproar)—had been heard here they 
would have indignant!y repudiated the ac- 
cusations against them. I, their chief, will 
be the’? mouthpiece and I affirm that the 
courtmartial was regular.” 

Referring to the papers examined at the 

rar office by unauthor‘zed persons, the 
general said they referred to carrier 
pigeons and not to Dreyfus. 

The Dreyfus papers, added General Pel- 
lieux, were sealed after the convictions of 
Captain Dreyfus in 1894 and were not 
opened until quite recent!y when the wit- 
ness opened them in order to re-examine 
the writing of the borderau. The papers 
had since ‘been sealed up and had not been 
re-opened. General Pellieux also said he 
des‘red to emphatically deny the statement 
of M. Leblo!s that MM. Leblois and Henry 
heid a two-hours’ conferenee with him in 
a private room. 

Colonel Picquart was then called and 
narrated how he had acquired fragments 
of a telegraphic card in 1896 and concluded 
therefrom that Major Esterhazy was cor- 
responding with suspicious characters. He 
procured some of Major Esterhazy’s hand- 
writing, which. compared with certain doc- 
uments, led to the ‘Conclusien that Major

GUATEMALA FACTIONS FIGHTING

MINISTER IS READY 18 LEAVE 


Senor Dn Bose Takes Charge of the Span- 
Ish Legation at Washington, 


ADVICES FROM WOODFORD AWAITED 


Unless the American Representative’s 
Information Brings Something 
Objectionable the Whole Af- 
fair May Be Considered 
as Dismissed. 


Washington, February 11.—The personal 
incident growing out of the publication of 
Senor DeLome’s letter to Senor Canalejag 
may be regarded as settled. 

This has been brought about by the short 
cablegram sent by Minister Woodford from 
Madrid, in which he states that the minis- 
ter had resigned and his resignation had 
been accepted before he (Mr. Woodford) 
presented the request of the United States 
that he be recalled. 

The cfficials here Zeel an interest in learn- 
ing the details of the happenings in Mad- 
rid jesterday and are waiting for Mr. 
Woodferd’s promised full report. 

But unless this should contain some 
statement that is not now expected 
there is no disposition on the part of 
the government to protract the clos- 
ing of this unpleasant incident and it 
is not expected that anything in the 
nature of a demand for an apology 
will be made. 

If a graceful disclaimer ghould come that 
will be taken in the spirit in which it Is 
mads; otherwise the matter will be drop- 
ped and the relations between the state 
department and the Spanish tegation will 
run smoothly once more through the med- 
ium of Senor Du Bosc, the first secretary 
and now charge d'affaires,

DeLome’s Successor Calls. 

Senor Du Bose called at noon at the state 
department and presented in writing the 
notificition of the Spanish gcvernment that 
the resigation of Senor DeLome had been 
accep‘ed, and that Seror Du Busc was au- 
thorized to represent his government @s 
charge d'affaires ad interim. 

The notification was purely formal,. giv- 
ing the facts of transfer without mention 
of the incident leading up to it. Having 
assumed his duties, Mr. Du Bosc took 
occasion to pay a call of respect to the 
state department euthorities. He was not 
accompanied by Senor DeLome, who, with 
this official act, becomes a private citizen 
of Spain ter. porarily sojourning in this 
state. 

Senor DeLome’s departure within the 
next few days will be quiet and devoid of 
any official or public character.

A CHARGE IS. VERY LIABLE TO BE MADE 


Festmaster General Is Inclined To 
Agree with Those Opposed 
to the Appointee. 


Washington, February 11,—(Specia!.)— 
Congressman Adamson has had a long talk 
with Postmaster General Gary on the Ho- 
gansville postoffice case and has filed with 
the department a number of documents 
bearing thereon. He asks for the removal! 
of Loftin on the grounds of Inefficiency, 
and in support of his contention presents 
a lot of affidavits showing that entirely 
outside of any prejudice that may exist 
because of the color of the postmaster, 
there are good and sufficient reasons for 
his removal. The postmaster general fis 
asked to consider the case free from any 
prejudices that may have been stirred up 
by the various episodes that have happen- 
ed around that postoffice—and this is ac- 
companied by the declaration that some of 
the troubles that have come to Loftin had 
their origin in his own desire to stir up 
such prejudices. 

Think He Did It All. 

Judge Adamson emphasizes what The 
Constitution showed clearly at the time of 
the occurrence; that Loftin’s bond was be- 
ing investigated at the time of the alleg- 


ed shooting; and there is good reason to be- 
lieve that whatever wound he may have 
received was administered by the negro

Washington, February 11.—(Special.)—The 
effort to strengthen, the South Carolina 
dispensary law by legislation was Killed in 
the house committee on judiciary today, 
the committee dividing equally on the bill 
to amend the Wilson law, and as the bill 
did not get a majority, there can be no fa- 
vorable report. 

This action means that it will be allowed 
to another committee. 

This bill, it will be recalled, was designed 
to get around the original package decisions 
by which the present plan of controlling the 
liquor traffic in South Carolina is declared 
to be beyond the pale of the police power of 
the state. It is understood that the failure 
of this bill to become a law means a 
straight out fight for prohibition, with the 
supporters of the dispensary lining up on 
the prohibition side. 

As things stand the dispensaries must 
submit to the competition of the original 
package stores, and that means their death, 
or at least their conduct by the state at 
a loss. OHL. 


WANT SAVANNAH RIVER FIXED 


Petition Signed by Mayor Walsh and 
Others Presented to the Senate. 
Washington, February  11.—(Special.)— 

Senator Clay today presented to the sen- 

ate the petition of Mayor Walsh and a 

committee of the Augusta council] for the 

improvement of the Savannah river from 

Savannah to Augusta. 

These gentlemen give details of the con- 
dition of the river, the character of the ter- 
ritory that would be opened an@ the great 
value of a proper improvement of this 
Waterway and recommend the appropria- 
tion of $500,000 for the work. They say 
that the improvements of the river as in- 
dicated would benefit a million people. 

The paper describes the location of Au- 
fusta, tells that it is the natural trading 
market of the entire Savannah river val- 
ley from the foot of the mountain to fifty 
miles below the city, tells of the importance 
of the city as a railway center and of the 
resources of the country drained by th.s 
river. 

t shows that from 1880 to 1896 there was 
expended altogether in the improvement of 
the river only $168,000 and yet the report of 
the engineers shows that this increased 
the commerce very greatly and cut freight 
rates 20 per cent. 

A statement mMa@e by government engi- 
neers in 1880 estithates that there should 
be spent on the improvements $332,000 to 
bring a depth of water that would make the 
river practicably navigable. The petition 
is signed by Patrick Walsh, W. H. Roberts,

STARTS THE BALL 


He Addresses Alabama Demecrats on the 
Issues of the Campaign. 


STANDS FIRM FOR SILVER 


Shows the Folly of Hoping for Better 
Times on the Gold Basis. 


SOUNDS KEYNOTE OF ALABAMA’S CAMPAIGN 


Friend of Mr. Bryan Makes a Speech 
to Democrats of His State Set- 
ting Forth Party Principles. 


Livingston, Ala., February 11.—(Special.)— 
Hon. John W. Tomlinson, of Birmingham, 


sounded the key note of the approaching ; 


campaign in Alabama today. The oc- 


cas‘on was a conference of the democrats , 


of this county and section, and it developed 
into a great free silver rally. Mr. Tomlin- 
son was the speaker of the cccasion. He 
is a leader among the.silver advocates of 
the state, and is a warm personal and 
political friend of Mr. Bryan’s. He com- 
menced his speech by complimenting the 
democracy of the black belt of Alabama. 
Sumter is one of the black counties. 

He said that never in the history of the 
great fight for silver’s restcration were the 
prospects better for ultimate success. 

After explaining the position of the dif- 
ferent political parties on the question, he 
declared that the republicans were evasive 
and tnsincere, while the democrats by their 
aggressiveness for the coinage uf gold and 
silver at 16 to 1 showed their sincerity. 


Plans of the Parties. 


The speaker showed conclusively that the 
republican plan was to have only gold 
coinage supplemented with non-legal tender 
national bank currency to be issued or 
withdrawn at the will of the banker. That 
the plan further contemplated the non- 
use as primary money of all the silver 
money now coined, which when carried out, 
as money measures property, would result 
in the reduction of all present prices and 
wages, uninfiuenced by local conditions, 
at least one-half what they are now. 
Whereas the democratic party, also recog- 
nizing the tnadequacy of the gold supply 
for money purposes, proposes to supple- 
ment the deficiency by restoring the coin- 
age laws of this country as they existed 
before 1873, which prov’ ded for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver by this country 
at the existing legai ratio of 16 to 1; be- 
lieving that money, the supply of which 
is regulated by nature and not by man, is 
a fairer arbiter between debtor and cred- 
itor, and a more impartial medium of pay- 
ment in the transaction of business of the 
world. 

Reasons for 16 to 1. 

The reasons for adhering to the existence 
of a legal ratio of 16 to 1 are: 

‘? Because that is the natural ratio. The 
average production for centuries being, in 
we'ght, {n that proportion; which is con- 
firmed by the fact that the gold and silver 
coin of the world—the result of the coin- 
age from the earliest thmes—amounts to in 
round numbers the same, viz: 34,000,000,000 
each. In the year 189, the year of the 
grea: contest on the financial qyestion, the 
world’s production of gold and silver at the 
coinage value of 16 to 1, was exactly the 
same, $215,000,0900 each. : 

‘? Because the bonded indebtedness of the 
United States was contracted pavabie in 
coin at the then present weighs gnd fine- 
ness. which was gold and silver at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1, and to change the ratio 
by enlarging the silver dollar would he 
paying this debt beyond the legal and 
moral obligations involved. 

“8 Because the increasing of the ratio by 
enlarging the silver dollar would necessi- 
tate the recoinage of all of the silver money 
in this country. which, besides the expense 
thereof. would reduce the amount of silver 
dollars in exactly the same proportion that 
the ratio is increased, thereby producing 
contraction instead of expansion and de- 
feating the very purpose of silver’s resio- 
ratior—more money. 

“4 Because it would put us farther away 
than ever from international agreement, 
as the Buropean ratio is only 15% to 1. 

“S Because 16 to 1 is not only a principle, 
but a programme on which the democratic, 
the populist and the silver republican par 
ties are united, to abandon which would be 
to go from the straight road of fixed pur- 
nose to the open field of uncertainty end 
confusion.” 


Gold Supply Inadequate. 


The speaker further contended: The 
coinage of gold alone is not keeping and 
cannot keep pace with increasing popuia- 
tion and business so 2s to afford an adequate 
supply of the circulating medium for the 
transaction of business. Republicans admit 
this by proposing to supplement with na- 
tional bank currency. That as gold had 
become more valuable, the more it was 
sought after and consumed in the arta, Iit- 
tle being left for money. That since 1873 
the population of the United States had 
nearly dovbied: that the coinage of gold 
had not kept pace: that as the volume of 
money measures the price of property. 
products and labor, if the supply of gold 
wes as great as the increase in povuliation 
and business, prices “would remain the 
same; that if not as great. prices would 
decline: that if greater. prices would ad- 
vance.

Help Those Who Help Cause. 


That the policy of the silver advocates 
should be to help those who help the cause, 
and fight politically those who fight and 
sneer at the cause of silver: that any other 
course is illogical and unwise; that those 


4who are earnestly in favor of silver will 


not put in the hands of others the club 
with which to fight silver: actions speak 
louder than words; those that are not for 
us are against us; those who profess to be 
for silver and work for the advocates of 
the gold standard in accomplishing their 
ends are not fooling the people.

Clary 
and the disclosure of a correspondence be- 
tween him and the first assistant post- 
master general has caused a sensation. 

Clary was removed today. The charge 
against him was “offensive partisanship,”’ 
the alleged offense being in disturbing a 
public meeting at which Major J. F. Han- 
gon, proprietor of The Macon Telegraph, 


epoke some months ago. 
The reply of Clary to the assistant post- 


master general in regard to the charges 
filed against him is very salty. Its publica- 
tion this afternoon created a sensation. It 


is as follows: 

“Perry 8. Heath, First Assistant Post- 
master General, Washington, D. C. Dear 
Sir: in reply to yours of February 4th and 
yitial ‘A. #.’ I desire to say this: I did 
ask Major Hanson some questions and for 
information on the financial question. if 
what I asked can be twisted into -‘offensive 
partisanship, why make what disposition 
officially you can of me. Liars and job 
hunters are plentiful just now in the south. 
For eleven years I have fought all sorts of 
creeds and am now worn with the baitle. 

“Find inclosed t&ionthly reports of errors 
made by writer for ten successive months. 
I stand on my records as mailing clerk, 
and one of the best in the United States 
and have done mOre work in the last five 
years at this office than any four other 
men have done combined. 

“I! did ask Major Hanson questions and 
do not deny it. He is no repubiican, neither 
is he a democrat. I can see no reason why 
you should concur in the recommendation 
of my removal. It is true parties have been 
‘offered money to swear to lies against me 
io cause my removal; this I can prove by 
securing the affidavits of parties who were 
approached by the ‘Samaritan.’ The post- 
office inspector sent here to investigate 
these charges took only what evidence that 
suited the prosecution, none that was in 
favor of your humble servant. If you 
would only investigate, I can pfrove to 
your mind, if you are a fair minded man, 
that the office here is in the rottenest con- 
dition of any office of its size in the south.

where he was later arrested and survived 
the danger of lynching. Butler’s neck was 
broken.

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«Some Remarks on Georgia Affairs. 

The democratic state executive com- 
mittee of ‘Arkansas has ordered that 
primaries shall be held in every county 
in that state May 7th, and that the can- 
didates who receive a majority of all the 
votes shall be nominated by the demo- 
cratic state convention. Where no ma- 
jorities are obtained, the convention 
makes selections. 

This announcement bears directly on 
the Candler letter, which has been s0 
strangely construed in certain quart- 
ers. We presume there is hardly a 
voter in the state but who remembers 
the circumstances attending the nomina- 
tion for governor in 1894. ‘he prima- 
ries and mass meetings to select dele- 
‘gates to the state conventions were 
held in different counties at dii.erent 
intervals. There was no unanimity of 
action whatever; and in this way a great 
deal of irritation and ill feeling was 
stirred up. 

A bunch of counties in one section of 
the atate would act, and then another 
bunch of counties in another section 
would foliow suit, and in the meantime 
there was charge and counter charge 
which did the party no good, but in 
every instance accentuated the bitterness 
of the contest. 

But the information the people had 
Was enough to excite their disgust, and 
the result was that when the state con- 
vention of 1894 met there was a loud de- 
mend for simultaneous primaries in all 
the counties, in Which the voters would 
have an opportunity to express their 


choice free from the influence and dom-— 


ination of peripatetic wire-pullers. 

Nobody claimed at the time that this 
demand for primaries was a criticism of 
the ‘Atkinson administration, for that 
administration had not taken shape. No- 
body claimed that popular disgust at cer- 
tain events in the preliminary canvass, 
or that indignant public protest against 
them, was an attack on either Mr. At- 
kinson or his administration. Just now 
it seems to be somewhat singular that 
such an interpretation was not made, 
for we find it charged that Allen Can- 
dier’s protest against wire-pulling and 
political trickery is an attack on the 
present administration. It is a false 
construction, and so made for a purpose, 

The Constitution would advise those 
who are placing themselves behind such 
an absurd charge to go slow; ‘to examine 
the ground on which they are preparing 
to stand; to consider whether such a 
eharge is not calculated to trip their 
feet. We look in vain in the Candler 
letter for any attack on, or any criti- 
cism on, Governor Atkinson’s admin- 
istration. Those who find it there have 
had abundant opportunity to exhibit it 
to the public, and they have not done so, 

There seems, indeed, to be an undue 
gensitiveness among certain very worthy 
people. It is a very easy matter to pro- 
test against political trickery and wire- 
pulling without attacking the Atkinson 
administration. It is certainly not in 
the nature of a criticism on that admin- 
istration to demand that the people shall 
have an opportunity to express their 
choice in primaries to be held on the 
game day, and friends of the governor 
should not make the mistake of putting 
him in such an indefensible position as 
to claim that it is. 

Time and again The Constitition has 
been described as “unfriendly” to the 
Atkinson administration. On one occa- 
sion, when we were engaged in holding 
up the governor’s hands and indorsing 
his action with respect to the misde- 
meanor convicts, we were charged with 
trying to strip him of the glory of pro- 
posing a much-needed reform. We had no 
trouble in demonstrating that this un- 
due gensitiveness had nothing whatever

For prints and for bleached cottons north- 
ern markets have to be resorted to for full 
supplies, and for all but the lower grades of 
ginghams northern productions are favored, 
In woolen goods, so-called, southern makes 
were also frequently seen, although perhaps 
it would be more correct to call them

south than most people not directly 
interested reatize, that is in cheap hosiery. 
It is hardly an exagreration to say that 
the majority of southern jobbing houses 
rarely go to the north now for hosiery cost- 
ing under 70 cents or €3 cents per dozen. 
In both the houses referred to Spec'a2l at- 
tention was drawn to this fact, and there is 
no special reason why Atlanta should be 
singular in this respect. After such an in- 

here referred to there was 
strong temptation to put the question: 
“Well, outside of printed goods, bleached 
muslins and fine grade merchandise, what 
northern goods do you sell anyhow in reg- 
ular lines?’’ 

There is much encouragement in the 
foregoing candid and thoughtful ob- 
servation. If home industries are lib- 
erally patronized and sustained by our 
commercial establishments, it will not 
be long before capital will begin to pour 
into the sonth in streams, and the mar- 
velous resources of our soil and climate 
will receive the development of which 
they stand in need. In commenting 
upon the foregoing paragraph The Louls- 
ville Courier-Journal makes this observ- 
ation: 

The gist of thisisa wider lesson than the 
correspondent means to teach. He not only 
shows that Atlanta’s factories are prosper- 
ous, 2S we Knew before, but that the citi- 
zens of Atlanta patronize their home insti- 
tutions. No wonder the city is growing so 
rapidly. The town that belleves in home 
enterprises aiways flourishes. It ought to 
be true of all kinds of trade\ Our mer- 
chants and mechanics as well as our manu- 
facturers shoulda get the advantage of local 
trade. Not a dollar need be sent out of 
town unless there jis too great a discrepancy 
in prices. The proper way to do is to en- 
courage only those manufacturing enter- 
for which the location is adapted 
and then give them all possible support. 

Of course it is necessary for our job- 
bers to purchase many articles of man- 
ufacture in the north; but why purchase 
anything in the north which can be 
manufactured in the south, if prices are 
at all within reason? In view of the 
wealth which nature has lavished upon 
this section in such prodigal abundance, 
there is no reason why the sonth ghould 
not be able in time to fully supply her 
own commercial wants. But this can 
only come from liberally patronizing 
home industries.

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A Blot on New England. 


The Constitution’s staff correspondent 
in New England is leiting in a good 
deal of light on some facts in the fac- 
tory businegs ip the east.that have not 
been perfectly clear before. For in- 
stance, there fray be scen constant ref- 
erences in the New England papers to 
the “fining system,” but the true in- 
wardness of that system had not, so 
far as we know, been revealed to the 
public outside of the east until our cor- 
respondent went to the mill operatives 
for an explanation. 

The result of his investigation into 
that particular matter will enable the 
public to see that the claim of the mill 
owners that low wages in the south are 
responsible for the reduction in the New 
England mills is without any founda- 
tion in fact. The truth is that even 
before the recent reduction of 11 per 
cent, the wages of the mill operatives of 
New England were really lower than 
those of the southern operatives—very 
much lower. 

Nominally, the wages were higher. 
That is to say, if the rate of compensa- 
tion which the mills pretended to pay 
had been actually paid, the eastern op- 
eratives would have ecarned more actual 
money than “the southern operatives. 

ut the payment of the wage-rate was 
and is only a pretence. 

By means of systematic filching—sheer 
robbery—the operatives have not been 
able to secure in actuaP wages much 
more than half the money the wage-rate 
stands for. The other half has been 
systematically filched from the nfen, 
women and children who have actually 
earned it. 

And yet the piety of New England is 
in such a constant state of ferment and in- 
flammation that we frequently read long 
diatribes in the newspapers of that sec- 
tion in regard to the low wages paid 
to labor in the south. “Beloved breth-

And such well-known organs of private 
and public morality as The Springfield 
Republican, The Boston Transcript, The 
Hartford Courant and The Providence 
Journal, jog along as usual as though 
nothing extraordinary were taking place 
in New England—as if white slavery 
were not every whit as bad as black 
slavery. 

We advise these brethren to wake up! 
The best paid operatives in New Eng- 
land do not carry home as much money 
on pay day as the same class of work- 
ers in the southern mills. 

We challenge these brethren to in- 
vestigate the southern mills in search of 
such robbery as this.

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A Nefwork of Iron Rails. 


The world’s railway mileage at the 
present time is equivalent to more than 
seventeen times the length of the equa- 
tor. 

In more exact figures, the world’s rail- 
way mileage, according to the latest 
verified returns, aggregates 433,953 miles, 
or 38,810 miles more than in 1891. This 
enormous mileage is distributed among 
the various subdivisions of the globe in 
the following manner: Europe, 155,284 
miles: Asia, 26,890 miles; Africa, 8,169 
miles; America, 229,722 miles, and Aus- 
tralia, 13,889 miles. 

rom the foregoing table it appears 
that America not only heads the list 
in the building of railways, but that 
the mileage represented by the various 
railway systems on this side of the globe 
more than equals the combined mileage 
of the various systems on the other side. 
But while America is credited with the 
greatest railway: mileage, the greatest 
percentage of gain belongs to Africa. 
Since 1891 the railway mileage of the 
dark continent has increased 25.2 per 
cent. With respect to the other sub- 
divisions the showing is as follows: Eu- 
rope. 9.7 per cent; ‘Asia, 22.1 per cent; 
America, 8 per cent; Australia, 12.7 per 
cent. For the entire world the percent- 
age of gain is 9.8 per cent. 

Sixty years ago the world’s railway 
mileage aggregated barely more than 
one thousand miles, and yet today the 
globe is interlaced with a perfect net- 
work of iron rails. What surpassi#g 
wonders has the nineteenth century 
brought to pass!

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Lord Salisbury’s Explanation. 

Lord Salisbury in replying to the va- 
rious. criticisms which have recently. 
been made upon the conduct of the Brit- 
ish government in receding from its 
bold position with reference to Chinese 
trade, declares that the government has 
not shifted its position one iota, and 
that, notwithstanding the greed of Ger- 
many and Russia, Chinese ports will re- 
main open to the world’s trade. 

With respect to the exclusive rights 
which Germany is alleged to have ac- 
quired in Kiao-Chou bay Lord Salis- 
byry affirms that Germany has agreed 
to open that port to British trade on 
equal terms with German trade, and 
in making this affirmation the premier 
is confirmed by Baron von Bulow. With 
respect to the exclusive rights which 
Russia is alleged to have acquiredin Tai- 
Lien-Wan, Lord Salisbury states that 
on account of the pendency of negotia- 
tions with China involving the loan of 
$60,000,000, in which Russia and Great 
Britain are both interested, it was de- 
cided, at China’s instance, to delay mat- 
ters until the completion of the railway 
line to Tai-Lien-Wan, but that, in ad- 
vance of that time, Russia had given sol- 
emn assurance that the port would be 
open to the world’s trade without re- 
striction. 

On the assumption that Lord Salis- 
bury has stated the facts correctly, it 
dees not look so much at the present 
time like Great Britain had backed down 
from her position as it did some few 
days ago.

Two weeks ago it was 
announced—incredible statement!—that Wil- 
liam J. Quinlan, for thirty years the hon- 
ored cashier of the great Chemical bank, 
had committed a blunder, of which the 
greenest cashier of the most primitive 
country bank would not Have been guilty. 
He had loaned to two unsafe, visionary 
speculators and land boomers, known to be 
sucn, nearly half a million dgllars. The 
claim the bank held everybody knew to 
be worthless, yet Quinlan, the safe, sound 
Quinlan whose unerring judgment had 
directed the thirty vears of his association 
with the bankythe placing of $500,000,000 in 
loans, with starcely a loss, had let these 
sharpers have the money. It was mon- 
Strous to think of—New York has not yet 
made up its mind to accept it as entirely 
true. It is no exaggeration to say that it 
was the greatest banking sensation in 
years and what is worst it is all too true. 
Poor Quinlan ts out of the bank, in dis- 
grace. The shock has proved too much for 
him and he is mortally ill at his home in 
Brooklyn. It is believed that the shock 
will kill him. A greater fall could searcely 
be conceived of, unless the venerable and 
honorable president himself should prove to 
have been made of such ordinary clay him- 
seif. The venerable president’s voice shook 
with emotion and tears filled his eyes as 
he spoke to me the day after the blow fell 
on the unhappy Quinlan. 

“Poor Quinlan!’’ he said, “he was a faith- 
ful fellow, a good fellow and never made 
mistakes. I can’t understand how he was 
so deceived by those men.’’ 

A minute later President Williams ex- 
plained it all when he said: “But he was 
only human.” 

That is {t—Quinlan was just a man. 

The Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church 
has been torn by dissensions still more es- 
sentially human in their origin than were 
the influences which wrought Quinlan’s 
downfall. Spite, prejudice, jealousy, enmity 
—a]l the commoner feelings which one would 
never expect to find in so great a church 
have piayed a prominent part in the dis- 
ruption. First Dr. Hall resigned as the 
result of a fight on him by certain officers 
of the church. This fight was grounded 
in personal feelings entirely. In various 
ways they had been led to oppose Dr. Hall, 
but none of their reasons had any con- 
nection with a sincere regard for the wel- 
fare of the church. It suited their person- 
al notions to want another man in Dr, 
Hall’s pulpit and they forced him to re- 
sign. When the vast congregation which 
loves Dr. Hall for his years of service and 
his good work met to consider the resig- 
nation, they, by unanimous. vote, refused 
to accept the resignation. Piqued and in- 
dignant all of the trustees but two have 
resigned because they can’t have their way. 
Dr. Hall is continuing, but the church is 
rent in twain. The division will prove a 
powerful blow to it, inevitably dividing by 
half the receipts which have made it so 
great. Dr. Hall, venerable and gray-haired, 
ia crushed and broken by the fight being 
made upon him. Pathetically, he declares 
he has no enemies, while their hands are 
visible everywhere in an effort te dethrone 
him. He cannot conceive how, living as 
he has lived that he couid have enemies 
But it is unfortunately too true. What 
enemy could do worse than seek to end 
this great man’s half century of good 
work in an ignominious downfall at the 
last? 

These institutions which I have been writ- 
ing of are moving on with majestic step. 
The $400,000 which Quinlan loaned to par- 
ties that can never pay has heen charged 
to profit and loss and the bank moves on 
with never a quiver. A half miilion dollars 
is but a small sum. It was a man’s mis- 
take and he is paying for it with his life 
The great Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church 
towers just as proudly high above all the 
other churches on Fifth Avenue and Sun- 
days its pews are filled, but its gray-haired 
and venerable minister is sadiy pursuing 
his way, broken-hearted in his old age. 
The church, spite of its great name and 
power, has proved to be but human after

THREE COMMISSIONERS ARE THE JUDGES 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Wants Congress To Confer Power 
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To Prescribe Rates on It. 


The conclusion of Mr. Hines’s article on 
the English law and methods of controlling 
and reguiatinge railroads is published by 
The Constitution this morning. 

The first part, published yesterday, Was 
G@eeply interesting to students of this great 
question of government regulation of cOm- 
mon carriers, a question which grows in 
importance and general interest every day. 

Mr. Hires takes the English law as it 
etands, and uses it as an argument against 
conferring rate making and other absolute 


way regulation in England as an argument 
for conferring upon the commission the 
power to fix all interstate rates. Thus, ac- 
cording to the interstate commission’s am- 
bitious designs, not only is it to be a sort 
of superintendent of the railways, a de- 
tective of violations of the law, a prosecutor 
of the railways for such violations, a party 
complainant against the railways and also 
a court in all matters arising under the 
interstate commerce act, having all the 
powers of a court to enforce its orders, 
but it is also to be a legislature for the 
purpose of fixing the rates of the carriers. 
Any such mingling of widely different func- 
tions is grossly inconsistent with the whole 
System of government in this country; it

The Standard Oil Company is spending 
thousands of dollars to educate the insur- 
ance people and meréhants and consumers 
of gasoline as to its use. 

The experiments yesterday were made at 
Hunnicutt & Bellingrath’s. Mr. Campbell 
showed first that the common impression 
that gasoline stoves frequently explode 
is erroneous, He stated that in 1,000 cases 
of alleged explosions which he had inves- 
tigated not a single one bore out the 
idea that the stoves or vessels containing 
gasoline exploded.

“Surely, as at present constituted, and 
with its present functions, it would be most 
unjust and unwise to confer upon the com- 
mission any such powers. Instead of the 
railway and canal commission of England 
serving as a precedent for giving such pow- 
ers, that commission affords a very strong 
argument against giving them. To give 
the Interstate commerce commission such 
powers, as at present constituted, would be 
about as anomalous as it would be for one 
man to be detective, prosecuting attorney 
and judge in the same case. Certainly, 
until all other functions are eliminated 
from the commission ard transferred to 
fome other administrative body, and until 
the commission ¢s restricted solely to the 
hearing and determination of complaints, 
there should be no thought of civine the 
commission the powers of a court to put 
its orders into effect by execution or by 
any means whatever, except as at present, 
by suit in court for their enforcement. 

“Even then, tn order for it to be as fav- 
Orably constituted for dispensing justice 
as is the English commission, the members 
should be appointed for life: some of them 
should be men of experience in railway 
matters, and some of them should be judges 
in order to insure that judicial tempera- 
ment which is absolutely necessary for 
the proper discharge of such important 
functions. Indeed, if the commission be 
made a court, the constitution of the 
United States will make it imperative that 
its members hold office during good be- 
havior. 


Also Want Rate-Making Power. 


“But not only does the interstate com- 
merce commission insist that as at present 
constituted and with its present multifari- 
ous duties, it should be given the powers

English Plan No Argumeyt for It. 


“We have seen how far the Ienelish rail- 
way and canal commission short of 
an argument for giving the interstate com- 
merce commission the powers of a court. 
and how, instead, it is an instructive ar- 
@ument against any such preposterous idea. 
Likewise, we find that the: example of 
England in the maiter of fixing rates for 
Carriers is directly opposed to any such 
echeme as that suggested by the interstate 
commerce commission. “{t seems that no 
provision was made in Engiand for fixing 
the rates of railway companies, until the 
adoption of the railway and canal traffie 
@ct of i588, and by that act an extremely 
careful procedure Was provided for revig« 
ing the rates of carriers through the instru- 
mientality of the board of trade. 

“The board of trade is a permanent com- 
mittee of the privy council, established by 
an order in council in 1786. As now consti- 
tuted, all the principal officers of the state 
are ex-officio métibers, but the duties are 
really discharged by the president and the 
secretaries of the board. The president fs 
usually a member of the cabinet, being 
practically a cabinet minister of trade and 
,commerce, ‘The secretaries are a parlia- 
4eentary secretary, a permanent secretary, 
and an assistant secretary for each of the 
=!x departments into which the work of 
sve board is divided. One of these depart- 
ments is the railway department, which is 
snharged with the administrative supervision 
of railWays in various respects, and which 
makes inquiries into accidents. collects and 
publishes railway statistics, etc. 

“To the board of trade the carriers were, 
by the act of 1888, required to transmit 
classifications and schedules of maximum 
rates. The railways were to advertise in the 
hewspapers and by posting notices at their 
Passenger stations the fact of having so 
transmitted their schedules and ~ classifi- 
cations to the board of trade. Thereupon

To confer upon the 
the tremendous powers which 
and for which it so earnestly 
asks in its last afnual report, will not 
only make it in effect the mpst powerful 
institution in this country with praetically 
unlimited control ever the trade ahd com- 
meree’of the entire country and every 
part of it, but. it will obliterate those 
well defined distinctions which have so 
long existed in this country between the 
various departments of the government. 
“While the e@flway regulation laws 
of kngiand are réied oh by the advyccates 
of this entirely unnecessary and radical 
departure from the principles of our con- 
stitution, those vety laws, if followed, 
would wholly defeat the unwise and need- 
less provisions so ambitiousiy longed for 
by the commission. Those laws afford ad- 
mirable examples of carefyl observance of 
the lines of demarkation between the leg- 
islative, executive and judicial depart- 
ments, always a fundamental principle in 
English-speaking countries, which would be 
most grossly and unjustly disregarded 
by conferring on the interstate commerce 
commission the tremendous and widely 
differing powers which it so insistently de- 
mands. Giving it such powers would, in- 
stead of leaving the commission, as it was 
intended to be, a mere adjunct to the in- 
terstate commerce act and the courts, 
make the law and the courts a mere ad- 
junct to the commission; and nothing would 
be more unlike such a remarkable condi- 
tion of affairs than the consistent and 
well-guarded system of railway regulation 
in’ force in England.”

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that this experiment explained the utility 
and safety of gasoline engines. The vapor 
from nine drops was exploded, but the 
vapor from fifteen drops burned. Mr. 
Campbell said: 

“Often you hear of a gasoline stove ex- 
ploding. Upon investigation you will find 
that there was no explosion, but something 
like this occurred: The servant in fill- 
ing the stove or in lighting the fire spills 
some of the gasoline on the floor perhaps, 
and in lighting a match the vapor ignites 
Now, if this vapor is allowed to burn it 
will all be quickly consumed and no harm 
will result. But the servant becomes alarm- 
ed, thinks there is going to be an explo- 
Sion, picks up the stove and attempts to 
throw it out. This spills a larger quantity 
of gasoline on the floor and ignites her 
dress possibly or something combustible 
in the room. 

“The vapor is very heavy and lies close 
to the floor. Therefore in storing gasoline 
do not put it In the cellar, because from 
leakage much vapor may finally accumul- 
ate, and some day perhaps a lantern or 
candle may be placed on the floor and 
thus ignite it. If the gasoline is stored 
Outside of the building or anywhere that 
a current of air can reach it, the vapor 
wiil be carried away. 

He poured gasoline from a can on a fire 
and the stream of oit did not burn. If it 
had been petroleum, the can would have 
been exploded. Another experiment was 
made to show how easily the fire can be 
extinguished. He lighted a can of gaso- 
line and extinguished the blaze by cutting 
off the air with an envelope. 

Mr. Campbell poured gasoline on the 
fioor, and made many experiments to show 
that it would burn ‘quickly, and soon be- 
come extinguished without setting fire to 
the wood. 

At the conclusions of these experiments, 
Mr. Carl P. Swain, representing a compatiy 
which manufactures storage tanks, gave a 
short lecture explaining how to store 
gasoline. 

After the demonstrations, the gentlemen 
present were entertained at a luncheon 
served by the Standard Oil Company.

The detection of the band of bogus mon- 
ey manufacturers was an interesting ac- 
cient. The soldiers were themselves to 
blame for the discovery. 

They tried to pass counterfeit money upon 
@ man who was then in the service of the 
United States and whose identity was un- 
known to the soldiers. They were caught 
red-handed in the act, and Deputy Col- 
lector John Wesley Martin, of the internal 
revenue department of Atlanta, arrested 
of the men. 

Early yesterday morning Deputy Martin 
and a posseman were returning from a 
raid they had made out in Fayette coun- 
ty. They walked to the fort and there 
boarded the trolley car for the city. The 
posseman who had accompanied Martin 
was not a country jay, but he did not 
present a very elegant appearance after 
fe night’s raid and the counterfeiters saw 
in him easy prey, they thought. There were 
three of the soldier counterfeiters. They 
boarded the car at the same time as the 
revenue men. Deputy Martin took a seat 
in the front part of the car, and his pos- 
seman took a seat further back. The three 
counterfeiters sat in the rear end, one by 
the posseman and the others just behind 
him. 

“Helio, Rube, how are you this morning,” 
said the soldier who was sitting by the 
posseman. The countryman was friendly 
and in a few moments the two were en- 
grossed in conversation. The soldier final- 
ly volunteered to show the countryman 
some tricks with a silver dollar. He ex- 
ploited a few of his tricks and then said 
to his new friend that he could show him 
some more if he had the change. The pos- 
eeman gave him one dollar in change and 
took the soldier’s dollar. The soldier .then 
astonished the countryman with a num- 
her of tricks with the small change. Then 
be asked for another dollar in change, say- 
ing he needed small money.

The funeral of Mr. J. H. Anderson was 
conducted from Trinity church yesterday 
afternoon. The services were conducted by 
Dr. J. W. Roberts, pastor of the church. 

The body arrived yesterday morning from 
Jackson, Miss.. where Mr. Anderson died 
at the home of his son. The funeral exer- 
Cises were very impressive and beautiful. 
Dr. Roberts paid a high tripute to the de- 
ceased, telling of his many ects of charity 
and his devotion to the church. ; 

Mr. Anderson joined the Methodist church 
sixty-four years ago. At the time of his 
death he was in his eighty-fifth year, hav- 
ing been an active worker in religious life 
and for "charity since he was twenty-one 
years of age. 

At 3 o’clock the silent funeral procession 
approached the church. As the corpse was 
borne down the long aisle of the church, Dr. 
Roberts read the Methodist funeral cere- 
mony and the organ played a slow dirge. 
The choir, at the request of Dr. Roberts, 
sang “How Firm a Foundation,” as he sald 
the old songs were the ones most beloved 
by the deceased. 

The ninetieth psalm was read, after which 
the pastor made his remarks on the life of 
Mr. Anderson. His great zeal in Christian 
endeavor was exemplary and manifest by 
his regular attendance upon all the seér- 
vices of the church. His example was fol- 
lowed by other members of the church 
who are yet members of Trinity. 

After the ceremony in the church the 
body was carried to Oakland cemetery, 
where it was interred by the side of his 
wife, who died some years ago. 

Mr. Anderson was one of the reconstruc- 
tionists of Atlanta. He was prominent in 
the business world immediately after the 
war and did much to build the city up. 
His integrity and open dealings with all 
his associates made him much respected 
and loved by those who came in contact 
with him. For a number of years before 
his death he had retired from active busi- 
ness cares.

Arrest of E. W. Fisher, Who Was Wanted 
by the Atlanta Police. 


CAUGHT IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Charged with Being a Reckless and 
Daring “Jim the Penman.” 


SOME OF HIS PEN WORK ON BOGUS CHECKS 


He Will Be Tried on Seven Different 
Charges of Forgery—How He 
Worked His Game. 


tive Conn left the city to get one of 

the most daring forgers that ever 
played the role of a “Jim, the Penman’ in 
Atlanta. Por months the city detectives 
have been trying to locate a man who had 
defrauded a score or more of citizens with 
forged checks, and just when the officers 
of the law were on hig track skipped the 
town and eluded the detectives who were 
put on his trail. 

The prisoner is E. W. Fisher and he was 
caught in Greenwood, 8. C,, where he had 
been living under the assumed name of 
C, E. Rodgers. Last night Fisher arrived 
in the city in the custody of Detective 
Conn and was given a cell at the police 
barracks. 

The story of his forgeries is a remark- 
able one, for he went about seeming to 
think that he would never be found out. 

There is in the possession of the captain 
of the city detective buréau a pile of 
forged checks, numbering at least twenty 
and representing various amounts of 
money. Among the checks which had been 
forged are One with the signature of J. J. 
& J. E. Maddox for $25, one for $25 with 
the forged signature of /M. H. Abbott, 225 
on J. E. Eubanks, $10 on B. M. Blackburn 
and a number of others which are in the 
keeping of the sheriff, as indictments have 
been made by the grand jury.

The cashier asked if he 
was Known in the office and while the in- 
Quiries were being made Fisher gelipped 
out with his check uncashed. 

He used his own name a number of 
times as the payee, but sometimes he 
varied the programme by substituting that 
of J. J. Williams, a person which existed 
only in his {magination. 

The astonishing part of the story is the 
ease with which Fisher got his checks 
cashed by people who did not Know him. 
For a week or two he paid his store ac- 
counts with bogus checks, always getting 
a liberal ainount of cash in change. 
Fisher is a young man. He {fs by trade a 
printer, but was fora while the fireman at 
Fort McPherson and left that position to 
accept a more remunerative one with the 
Southern Cotton Oil Company, with which 
concern he took the liberty of drawing up 
a check for which it was to be responsible 
at the bank. 

Fisher received a good salary and it 
Was a surprise to his friends that he should 
have acted dishonestly to get money when 
he was earning more than enough for his 
support. 

Sergeant Bedford was the officer first put 
to work on the case and when the forger 
became known Fisher could not be found. 

The detectives decline to say how they 
located the man in South Carolina. 

Fisher arrived in the city late last night 
in the custody of Detective Conn and ac- 
companied by his wife. He refused to 
make any statement bearing on his case. 

Fisher will be sent to the county jail 
and there held until he can be tried on the 
indictments for forgery. He will be ar- 
raigned on seven different charges.

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Judge Felton Handed Down Decision 
Yesterday. 
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HE SUSTAINS TWO LIENS 


Held Those of Security Investment 
Co. and New South B. and L. As- 
sociation To Be Valid. 


The Brown case, which has been before 
Judge W. H. Felton, of Macon, who pre- 
sided on account of the disqualification of 
Judge Lumpkin, was terminated yesterday. 
At the conclusion of the argument Judge 
Felton announced that it would not be nec- 
essary for the case to go back to the jury 
and a decree will be rendered today. 

The case has been argued for the past 
four days at the state brary by the at- 
torneys of all the creditors of the famous 
Chicago syndicate which operated in At- 
lanta six yeors ago. A number of the lead- 
ing lawyers of Atlanta and other cities ap- 
peared before Judge Felton and the argu- 
ments were lengthy as well as interesting. 

Judge Andy Calhoun, who was appointed 
euditor, allowed claims to a large list of 
creditors Im his report. In this report he 
set aside the liens of the New South Build- 
ing and Lean Association and the Securi- 
ty Investment Company, on the ground that 
they charged usurious rates of interest. 

In his decision, Judge Felton holds that 
the liens of these two companies are valid 
and holds that the rates of interest were 
not usurious for reasons to be mentioned 
in the decree. 

The fees of King and Andersen, which 
had been placed at $7,500, were reduced by 
Judge Felton to $6,000. In view of the fact 
that Receiver A. P. Stewart had given his 
attention to the business for the past four 
years and had done a great amount of 
work in connection with it, he was allowed 


$3,000. 

The claims of the other creditors of 
Brown will be prorated by Judge Felton 
according to the order in which they come. 

The decree will be completed today and 
Judge Felton will leave for Macon this 
afternoon. Judge Felton is very popular 
with the Atlanta bar and has received a 
great amount of attention during his stay 
ee: The majority of the liens were set 
aside. 

The decision ia practically a victory for 
the Security Investment Company, repre- 
sented by Mr. James Anderson, of Macon, 
and Mr. Sam Barnett, of Atianta, and the 
New South Building and Loan Association. 
It is also a defeat of the lien men.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 
York, February 11.—(Special.)— 
cotton market has at last 
away from its wearisome 
of stagnation and the trading 
this week has been very animated. Prices 
have enjoyed an advance of about a quarter 
of a cent since lest Saturday. The rise has 
occurred in the face of a volume of re- 
ceipts ,compared to which all former move- 
ments at this time of year,look insignfi- 
cant. Today the trading had plenty of vim 
and snap. Liverpool declined 2%,.-fHAd and 
the opening here was practically unchang- 
ed. But the south reported no slackening 
in the demand there, with offerings meager. 
Encouraged by this there was considera- 
ble fresh buying. As a result prices ad- 
vanced sharply. Heavy and continuous sell- 
ing by Liverpool during the day caused 
several set-backs, but at the end the net 
loss established yesterday had been re- 
covered. May opened at 6.06, rallied to 6.10, 
eased to 6.05, shot up to 6.15, again eased 
and closed at 6.11 to 6.12, with the tone of 
the market steady. Tomorrow being a legal 
holiday the exchange will be closed. It is 
undeniable that. warranted by the situation 
or not, the market wears at the moment 
the undoubted ear-marks of a bull market. 
The strength in the situation is furnished 
by the fact that the demand for actual cot- 
ton seems to have increased, instead of re- 
fusing to follow the higher prices. Having 
demonstrated its ability to advance, in spite 
of what now seems to be the practical cer- 
tainty of an 11,000,000 crop, the market has 
given the bulls great confidence, and will 
hereafter probably invite two speculative 
buyers on declines, where formerly there 
was but one.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Advance in Raw Cotton Has Bene- 
fited the South. 


New York, February 11.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade will say in its 
issue tomorrow: 

“Business is pushing toward spring ac- 
tivity rather eariy. The events which have 
controlled are the good buying of iron by 
the largest makers, the rise in cotton with 
strength in goods, the great railway con- 
solidation and the Cuban imsurrection. 
The latter, with its possibilities, operates 
as a brake on spéculation, and the foolish- 
ness of local traders gave foreigners a 
much desired opportunity to buy stocks 
heavily. 

“January railway earnings, $38,017,417 al- 
eady reported, are 16.6 per cent better than 
last year and 9.5 better than in 1892, show- 
tng the best month in six years at least. 
—_ February returns thus far are promis- 
ng. 

“The output of pig iron on February ist 
Wag 229,823 tons weekly, the largest in the 
history of the business, but the reported 
buying of 130,000 tons Bessemer iron by 
the Carnegie Company and 100,000 by an- 
other of the largest of the steel concerns, 
nevertheless means decision by the ablest 
manufacturers that the unprecedented out- 
put of pig will soon prove too smail for 
the growing demand for finished products. 
The Illinois Steel Company has contracted 
or. a million tons Bessemer ore and pro- 
ducers of other ranges count upon aé- 
vance in price. Bessemer pig rose to $10.15 
and grey forge to $9 at Pittsburg with 
finished products generally stronger and 
in larger demand than ever at this season. 
Rail contracts already cover, it is said, 
more than last year’s production, the rail- 
ways buying earlier than usual. Plate and 
sheet contracts for the season are unpre- 
cedented. 

“The rise in cotton of 5-l16c for the week, 
results in part from better prospects for 
manufecture here and abroad, but only in 
part. Speculators became persuaded that 
efforts for a short crop this year would 
prove effective and a heavy short interest 
covered. The actual movement shows no 
change of consequence, but prices of goods 
have a stronger tone and foreign prospects 
are better. With the better tone prevailing, 
this manufacture should soon feel the de- 
mand which other industries are meet- 
ing. 

“Wool sales at the chief cities were only 
5,303,200 pounds for the week and 11,664,600 
for two weeks, against 22,721,600 last year. 
Prices are still strong in spite of tne gen- 
eral indifference of manufacturers who seem 
to have secured ample supplies. For the 
better grades of woolen goods an advance 
averaging 17.5 per cent trom last year 1s 
readily maintained. The opening of works 
idie for a vear in spite of the heavy pro- 
duction already assured is a striking feat- 
ure in this, as in the iron and other indus- 
tries. and implies heavier demands for pro- 
ducts than are now met by the unprece- 
dented output. 

“Wheat has been strong with spot, ad- 
vancing Zc and May 2%c, though western 
receipts have been for two weeks 5,366,718 
bushels, against 3,317.89 last year. Atlan- 
tic exports have been 5,274,438 bushels, flour 
included, against 4,026,596 in two weeks last 
vear with Pacific exports large. 

" “Corn exports are also surprisingly well 
sustained. 7,164,762 bushels, against 7,823,- 
865 last year, and the price has advanced a 
trifle. It is yet too early for prospects of 
a coming crop to influence markets mate- 
rially, and heavy operations at Chicago, 
with reported sales of a million bushels for 
export on Thursday, have deterred specu- 
lative selling.”’ 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, February 11.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: ; 

“A number of favorable ¢ircumstances 
and events present themselves this week. 
Perhaps the most notable of these are the 
renewed activity and confidence in the iron 
and steel markets, accompanied by promi- 
nent and even rapid advances in several 
grades of crude pig iron and steel and the 
advance in price of raw cotton, long pre- 
dicted but unrealized until the present 
week. What might be regarded as a minor 
feature in the business situation, though at 
the same time conveying much that is 
hopeful to the interest involved, is a quite 
general improvement in distributive trade 
and demand in the ventral west and in the 
south, where spring trade is reported open- 
ing in good shape. Less favorable features 
of the week are the slowness of spring 
trade in dry goods to develop ‘at New York 
and other eastern centers, except Boston 
and the mild weather in the northwest ren- 
dering it likely that retailers’ stocks car- 
ried over will be larger than earlier ex- 
pected. 

“Although the advance in coiton has been 
claimed to be too rapid, it has undoubtedly 
imparted a much more cheerful tone to the 
southern business situation, and the situa- 
tion with tron and steel has done much to 
add to the confidence with which the trade 
outiook for 1898 is regarded. 

“Business failures continue to make fa- 
vorable comparisons With previous weeks 
and years, the total for the week just 
ended numbering 278, against 295 last week 
and 301 in the corresponding week cf 1897. 

“Exports of wheat fall slightiy below last 
week's reduced total, aggregating for the 
week 3,419,404 bushels, against 3,635,000 bush- 
els last week and 2,9%1,000 bushels in the 
corresponding week of 1897. 

‘Corn exports show a gain amounting, 
as they do, to 4,408,000 bushels, against 4,194.- 
009 bushels last week and 4,169,000 busheis 
in this week a year ago. 

‘Bank clearings continue to point to an 
immense business doing in the country at 
large, in a total aggregating for the week 
$1,434,000,000 less than 2 per cent smaller 
than tast week, 52 per cent larger than in 
the corresponding week last year, 53 per 
cent larger than this week in 18%, 74 per 
cent larger than in 1895, 82 per cent larger 
than in 188 and 63 per cent larger than 
this week in 1892.”

THE BOY WAS. UNCONQUERED

Cursed His Sister Soon After—He Was 
Rearrested and Will Be Tried 
Again. 


The ten-year-old desperado who tried to 
kill two women night before last was tried 
before the recorder yesterday afternoon, 
He goes by the name of Joe Lee, and he is 
as about as hard a case as the police ever 
dealt with. 

Joe’s sister stated that the boy’s parents 
and that she was trying to 
raise him. She was not strong enough to 
whip him, and when she attempted it 
Thursday night he tried to kill her and

another woman with an ax. The police 
were sent for, and in their efforts to cap- 
ture him they turned over a lamp and the 
housé came near being burned down. 

tecorder Calhoun told the woman that 
she must whip Joe. 

“IT know that,’ she replied, “‘but he won't 
let me do it.” 

“Take him down in ‘the prison and get 
the janitor to hold him for you.” 

As soon as the young desperado heard the 
words, he made a bolt for the door, but 
was caught and brought back. 

“Say, look here,” he said to Judge Andy 
with an impudent air, ‘you just send me 
to the chaingang, for there ain’t nobody 
gwine to whip me.” 

This made the recorder more determined 
to see that Joe was properly chastised, 
and he instructed an officer to take Joe 
down. stairs and turn him over to the 
janitor. 

In the prison the negro boy ran scream- 
ing through the corridor and climbed upon 
the top of the cages, where he had to be 
chased and brought down again. 

It took three men to hold Joe while his 
sister laid on the stout leather strap. 
When he had received some twenty lashes, 
and had promised to be a good boy, he was 
allowed to“return to the courtroom with 
his triumphant sister. 

“Now, let me tell you what to do,” said 
Judge Andy to the woman, “if that boy 
behaves badly again, send for a policeman 
and have him brought before me, and I 
will let you whip him, and I will Keep 
up the programme if it takes fifty whip- 
pings a week. That boy must be con- 
quered. 

“Are you going to behave yourself, Joe?’ 
asked the recorder of the sulking, blubber- 
ing boy. 

“Yes, sir,”” was the reply. 

The woman started out of the courtroom 
with.Joe, and in ive minutes she returned 
and said the bow had cursed her out at 
the bottom of the courtroom steps, and 
then run off. 

The police officers have been instructed 
to keep a watch out for the young outlaw, 
and he was arrested late in the afternoon.

Miss Parkhurst Sues for $3,000,000 
for Breach of Promise and Re- 
ceives $23.13 for Stamps.

The foregoing was the decision in the 
case of Sarah Francis Parkhurst against 
young Arch Avary for breach of promise. 
The fair plaintiff asked through her, or 
rather his, attorneys for the sum of $3,000,- 
000, but young Avary’s attorneys put up 
such an able defease that the above amount 
was all that the jury thought necessary to 
give the plaintiff. 

The trial in which the above verdict was 
rendered took place at the Boys’ High 
school yesterday morning, and both parties 
to the suit, the lawyers, jury, judge and 
bailiffs were students of the school. 

Quite a large audience was present, and 
they enjoyed the efforts of the boys im- 
mensely. 

The case was one for breach of promise, 
and the plaintiff owas Willie Parkhurst, 
alias Sarah Francis Parkhurst.
